Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-21 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mallaney et 
al. (4726178). 

Mallaney discloses: 



Retaining flap on a different & 
perpendicular axis with the axis of 
the chute flap 




Chute flap (ref 38) having a 
different axis of pivot than the 
retaining flap 
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In col 3, In 61-64, the retaining flap / strap (ref 50) provides support for the chute 
flap / cover (ref 38) at all times, when the wing nut of the retaining flap is loosened / 
lifted the strap accommodates the movement of the chute flap. 

As applied to claim(s) 1 8-21 , in view of the structure disclosed/taught by 
Mallaney et al, the method of operating/using the device is inherent since it is the 
normal and logical manner in which the device is used.
